READ THIS FIRST 


We have designed your telephone to conform to federal 
regulations and you can connect it to most telephone 
lines. However, each device you connect to the phone 
line draws power from it. This power draw is the device’s 
Ringer Equivalence Number, or REN. The REN is on the 
bottom of your phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or other device on 
the line, add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five 
(or three in rural areas) your phones might not ring. If 
ringer operation is impaired, remove one of the devices 
from the line. 

If your phone causes problems on the phone line, the 
telephone company can disconnect your service. The 
phone company tries to notify you in advance. If advance 
notice is not practical, the telephone company notifies 
you as soon as possible and advises you of your right to 
file a complaint with the FCC. 

The phone company can also make changes to its lines, 
equipment, operations, or procedures that could affect 
the phone’s operation. The phone company notifies you 
in advance, so you can take the necessary steps to pre- 
vent interruption of your phone service. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your telephone complies with Part 68 of FCC Rules. You 
must, upon request, provide the FCC registration num- 
ber and the REN to your telephone company. Both num- 
bers are on the bottom of your phone. 

Note: You must not connect your telephone to: 

• coin-operated systems 

• party-line systems 

• most electronic key phone systems

USING THE PHONE 


MEMORY, STORE, and Ml, M2, and 

M3 — see “Storing/Dialing Numbers 
in Memory.” 


Press to disconnect a call 


Plug the handset cord into 
the jacks on the handset 
and base. 


Hold down MUTE to keep the 
other party from hearing you. 
To resume your phone con- 
versation, release MUTE. 



Switch to TONE or PULSE 
to match the type of service 
you have. 

Set the ringer to high or low, 
or to not sound at all. You 
can make calls with the ringer 
off, and you can receive calls 
if you hear another phone on 
the same line ringing. 

Adjust the handset volume to 
a comfortable listening level 
— LOW (low), MED (medium), 
or HI (high). 

Slide out the memory index 
card and record important 
phone numbers. 

Press FLASH instead of the 
switchhook for special ser- 
vices such as Call Waiting. 

Press REDIAL to dial the last 
number dialed (up to 31 tone 
or 32 pulse digits). 


Press HOLD to place a call on 
hold. To release the call from hold, 
press the switchhook or lift the 
handset from the switchhook. 


If you have pulse service, press 
TONE to dial numbers as tone 
signals. The phone returns to 
pulse dialing when you hang up. 


STORING/DIALING NUMBERS IN MEMORY 


To store a number in memory: 

1 . Lift the handset and press STORE. 

2. Enter the telephone number you want to store. 
Note: A FLASH or TONE entry counts as 1 digit. 

3. To store the number in a priority memory, press Ml , 
M2, or M3. For standard memories, press MEMORY 
then enter the 2-digit number (01-10) for the loca- 
tion where you want to store the number. 

4. To store more numbers, press STORE twice, then 
repeat Steps 2-3. 


To dial a number in a priority memory: 

1 . Lift the handset. 

2. Press the priority button (Ml, M2, or M3) for the 
number you want to call. 

To dial a number in standard memory: 

3. Lift the handset. 

4. Press MEMORY 

5. Enter the 2-digit location number for the number 
you want to call. 
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
